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Outstanding Churchmen 
To Address Convention 


The Southeast Convention has invit- 
ed two of the outstanding persons of 
the United Church to attend and speak 
at its annual meeting, 

The Rev. Edward A. Powers, who has 
been invited to deliver a major address 
on Saturday afternoon and the conven- 
tion sermon on Sunday morning, is the 
general secretary of the Division of 
Christian Education of the Board for 
Homeland Ministries of the United 
Church, 

He directs the denomination’s broad 
Christian education program which in- 
cludes currently the introduction of a 
new church school curriculum. Another 
major project of the division headed by 
Mr. Powers is the enlistment and train- 
ing of more than 2,000 volunteers as 
Christian Education “Associates”. 

Mr. Powers formerly was the nation- 
al secretary of young people’s work for 
the Congregational Christian Churches, 
a post which made him the top admin- 
istrative of-icer of the church’s 150,000 
member Pilgrim Fellowship. 

Dr. Donald C, Dearborn will speak to 
the convention concerning the work of 
the United Church and will address the 
joint banquet on the place and work of 
laity in the United Church, 

Dr. Dearborn, who became president 
of Catawba College on March 1, 1963, 
has been related to the Evangelical and 
Re’ormed Church college, located in 
Salisbury, N. C., for twenty-eight years. 

In 1935 he joined the faculty as an 
instructor in mathematics. He became 
registrar in 1940 and dean of the col- 
lege in 1947. 

Dr. Dearborn succeeds President A. 
R. Keppel, who is leaving Catawba to 
become the first executive director of 
the Piedmont University Center with 
offices in Winston-Salem, N. C. 

He is married to the former Mary 
Omwake of Salisbury whose father, Dr. 
Howard R. Omwake, was president of 
Catawba College from 1931 to 1942. 
They have three children.

D. Powell is the president. 

Fraternal delegates have been invit- 
ed from the Evangelical and Reformed 
churches in the area and from the 
Convention of the South, which is com- 
posed of the Negro Congregational 
Christian Churches in the total south- 
east area. 

Reports will be heard from the com- 
mittees and from the staff of the con- 
vention. Interesting workshops will be 
held during the afternoon on Saturday.

Lay Life And Work Council 
Holds Cleveland Meeting 


The National Council for Lay Life 
and Work of the United Church of 
Christ met in Cleveland, Ohio, February 
22, 23, and 24. 

On the first evening, some 250 men 
and women gathered for dinner at Old 
Stone Church, followed by a worship 
service in the sanctuary. Dr. Allen O. 
Miller of Eden Theological Seminary 
led the service, using the Statement of 
Faith with appropriate hymns sung by 
a soloist and the congregation. Later, 
the group assembled in the Cleveland- 
Sheraton Hotel for study, and discussion. 

Friday morning was spent in trying 
to learn the meaning and methods of 
communicating. This session was con- 
ducted by Dr. Thomas J. VanLoon, Di- 
rector of Staff Services, Division of Lo- 
cal Church, for the Methodist Church. 

In the afternoon we discussed the 
new material, “Program Opportunities 
for Adults.” This was done chiefly by 
a panel under the direction of the of- 
ficers of the Council of Lay Life and 
Work, the Regional Secretaries, and 
Miss Helen Huntington Smith, Execu- 
tive Secretary for the Council. 

Dr. J. Earl Danieley, President of 
Elon College and Chairman of the 
Council for Lay Life and Work, presid- 
ed at the Friday evening session, at 
which time several presentations were 
made: Mrs. Clair V. Rhodes spoke on 
“Ventures in Lay Life and Work”, 
pointing up some of the “pilot” efforts 
already being done by some of our 
churches. Rev. Robbins Strong spoke 
concerning “Overseas Laymen’. This, 
of course, dealt with impressions given 
by more than one million American lay 
people scattered throughout the world. 
Unfortunately, some of these impres- 
sions put the United States — and the 
Christian Church — in a bad light. Rev. 
Kenneth Kohler, Regional Secretary for 
the CLLW, spoke concerning “Leader- 
ship Opportunities”, and Rev. William 
Slater explained plans for conference 
and regional meetings, 

Sunday morning’s sessions were 
largely given over to Regional, Confer- 
ence, and Area meetings, with the clos- 
ing period appropriately being an 
“Agape Feast”. 

Representing the Southeast Conven- 
tion at these sessions were Mr. and Mrs. 
Rufus G. Obrecht of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
Miss Dora C. Brackin of Headland, Ala., 
and Rev. Emilie F. Pitcock.

Sessions At Cleveland 


A meeting of the National Church- 
men’s Fellowship Board of Directors 
was held on Friday afternoon, February 
22, at the Sheraton-Cleveland Hotel. 

Reports were given of the accom- 
plishments since the September 1 and 
2 meeting at St. Louis, and comments 
were made as to their reception. The 
requested handbook for the work of the 
Churchmen’s Fellowship has been made 
a part of the “Program Opportunities 
for Adults”, this latter having been 
prepared by the Council for Lay Life 
and Work. 

Suggestions for a 1963 project were 
discussed, the most pressing one seem- 
ing to be the creation of a “Church 
World Service Station” in Honduras. It 
is hoped that the creation and imple- 
mentation of this station can be accom- 
plished for $40,000 and that funds can 
be raised within the “Family Thank 
Offering” this year. This is to be a 
combined men’s and women’s project. 

New Covenants have been prepared 
for those local Fellowships wishing to 
use them, and a brochure has been pre- 
pared to help men who wish to estab- 
lish a new local Fellowship. 

It was suggested that standards or 
guidelines should be formulated for the 
use of those organizations which are

Success Hinges On Churches 


The churches of the Southeast Con- 
vention are strongly urged to join with 
the churches of the other major denom- 
inations in the observance of the One 
Great Hour of Sharing on Sunday, 
March 24. 

Through the One Great Hour of 
Sharing ministries of mercy are car- 
ried on throughout the world without 
question of race or creed. It is distress- 
ing to know that in this year, 1963, mil- 
lions of people face the stark inevita- 
bility of hunger, exposure, the help- 
lessness of dispossession. 

Two-thirds of the world’s population 
suffer from hunger, poverty, illness, 
and displaced masses of mankind are 
homeless, hopeless and forgotten, large- 
ly because’ of man’s uncontrolled greed 
and pride. The gleaming vision of the 
few is dreadfully overbalanced by the 
hopelessness and despair of the many. 

In 1962 the United Church, through 
One Great Hour of Sharing, supplied 
Church World Service with over $720,- 
000.00 to help administer relief and re- 
habilitation, in Christ’s name, to multi- 
tudes of people in many lands. We look 
in 1963 for an even more generous re- 
sponse, 

We have faith that as the United 
Church grows in strength and confi- 
dence, so also grows its concern for 
those in need. This year the total for 
the United Church should exceed $800,- 
000.00. 

1963 marks the 15th anniversary of 
the One Great Hour of Sharing pro- 
gram. This seems an appropriate time 
for the churches of the Southeast Con- 
vention to give enthusiastic support to 
the effort. It is well said — “If you 
care, you share.”

Supreme Court Action 
Upholds United Church 


The U. S. Supreme Court has refused 
to review a case aimed at invalidating 
the union of Congregational Christian 
churches and the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church in the United Church 
of Christ, it was learned here today. 

Four Congregational churches—First 
of Burlington, Iowa; First of Pontiaz, 
Mich.; First of Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, 
and Mayfair of Toledo, Ohio — and 
nine individuals had sought review of 
Judge Edward J. Dimock’s dismissal 
of their complaint in U. S._ District 
Court, Southern District of New York, 
June 15, 1961. 

Judge Dimock’s judgment was also 
upheld by the Second U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals on August 1, 1962. 

The suit' originally filed June 20, 
1957, was dismissed by Judge Dimock 
on the grounds that the claims of the 
plaintiffs had been fully adjudicated by 
the state. courts of New York in a suit 
begun in 1949 by the Cadman Memor- 
ial Church of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

In their petition to the U. S. Supreme 
Court, the plaintiffs asserted that their 
legal interests and those of other Con- 
gregaltional Christian chunches which 
have not joined the United Church of 
Christ have been denied “without due 
process of law.” They claim a financial 
interest in the various corporations and 
bodies of the denomination. 

The plaintiffs can still seek a rehear- 
ing of their petition by the Supreme 
Court.

The list of churches of the Southeast 
Convention with their comparative giv- 
ing to Our Christian World Mission for 
the years 1961 and 1962 is carried on 
this page. 
These figures include both the OCWM 
contributions sent to the convention of- 
fice and those sent directly to the na- 
tional boards and agencies. They do not 
include contributions to the Christian 
Higher Education Fund. 
Of the 113 churches listed, two are 
officially designated as inactive, leav- 
ing 111 active churches, The following 
statistics hold for these 111 churches: 
73 churches contributed to OCWM 
38 churches made no contributions 
32 churches increased their giving 
33 churches gave less 
46 churches remain the same 
33 churches gave nothing in 1961 or 
in 1962 

3 churches contributed in 1961 but 
not in 1962 

2 churches that did not contribute in 
1961 did in 1962 

The total amount contributed to Our 
Christian World Mission in 1962 repre- 
sented an increase of $577.00 over 1961. 
However, the subsidy from the Board 
of Homeland Ministries decreased by 
$2000.00. As a result, for the first time 
in several years the convention operat- 
ed on a deficit for the year. Only the 
fact that we had accumulated a small 
reserve in recent years made it possible 
for us to meet our obligations in 1962. 

Now 1963 is before us. We must and 
we can increase our OCWM support. 
The Program of Progress of the Con- 
vention depends on it. The work of our 
denomination around the world depends 
on it. How about your church — will 
it do its share in 1963?
